Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Tokutake does not limit his invention to having an 
antioxidant in both charge transport layers as asserted in the response. It is clear from paragraph 19 that an antioxidant is preferred but is 
not a required component for the first charge transport layer. Only the charge transport material and the binder resin are required. 
Similarly for the second charge transport layer an antioxidant is again preferred but not required (see paragraph 26). Although the 
Examples have an antioxidant in both layers the reference does not make this embodiment a requirement. The reference reasonably 
suggests an antioxidant in one charge transport layer, for example, the second charge transport layer, and no antioxidant in the other 
charge transport layer. The art rejections are still seen as proper and are maintained . 
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
